Poultrymen Know That 
, . . Winter Eggs Are Most Profitable 


MER, answered Queen Margherita, 


North Alabama is making 
huge 
strides of progress in poultry keep­ 
ing, but, in spite of experience and 
advice many people in this sectiofl 
are still overlooking some of the car­ 
dinal reasons for profits with poultry, 
is 
the assertion made today by T. 
Z. Bailey of the A. Z. Bailey Grocery 
company of this city. 
The successful poultryman knows 
that the winter eggs are the profit­ 
able eggs. 
He knowe also that tc 
secure a constant supply of eggs dur­ 
ing the winter the laying hens must 
be fed the proper kind of egg mak­ 
ing feeds and they must be kept com­ 
fortable and warm. Besides, the pro­ 
per amount of the right kind of egg 
making feed which must be kept be­ 
fore the hens at all times in addition 
to feeding scratch twice a day, the 
condition of Hie poultry house during 
this season is of great importance,’ 
continued Mr. Bailey, 
t "A lien mUat have just ‘as much 
whites of the egg as yolks, and if 
‘he does not get this egg making ma­ 
terial in the feed given her ahe is 
not able to lay the number of eggs 
that she is capable of laying, and 
the poultryuian loses money accord­ 
ingly,’ he added. 
“But, most important of all,” says 
Mr. Bailey, “a hen that uses up the 
É 


fee^, given her to keep her body warm 
cannot be expected to lay high-priced 
eggs. 
We should look to the condi­ 
tion of the poultry house and see that 
chore is plenty of litter on the floor; 
that the walls are tight to prevent 
drafts and that we have windows to 
admit light and air. 
These are just 
as requisite for heavy egg produc­ 
tion as winter eggs as oatmeal and 
buttermilk mashes,” 
. Mr. Bailey states that the windows 
should be open on tbd south side of 
the house and should be equipped 
with curtains so that they might be 
rawed during the day to admit sun­ 
light and air and closed at night to 
keep odt the cold. 
“Longer working duys for the hers 
may be secured by installing elec­ 
tric and other lights. 
With electric­ 
ity available, an automatic 
switch 
may be used to turn on the lights 
before daylight in the morning and 
after sundown in the afterrtbon. Such 
a switch will save lott of trouble and 
add to the e g g pproduetiom when the 
proper amount of the right kind of 
feed is supplied.” he concluded.
